His Lordfhip 
was at firft refolued to goe in perfon; bur the | 
more important reafons perfwading his flay at 
home, hee appointed his brother, Mr. Leonard 
Caluert to goe Governour in his ftead, with 
whom he joyned in Commiffion, Mr. Zerome 
_ Hawley,and Mr. Thomas Cornwallis(two worthy 
and able Gentlemen.) Thefe with the other 
_ Gentlemen aduenturers, and their feruants, to 
the number of neere 200. people, imbarked — 
théfelues for the voyage,in the good fhip called 
the 4rke, of 300. tunne & upward, which was 
attended by his Lordfhips Pinnace , called the 
Dove, of about 50.tunne. And fo on Friday, 
the 22.0f November, 1633. a fmall gale of 
—winde comming. gently from the Worth- | 
west ,they weighed from the Comes inthe Ife 
of wight, about ten in the morning, And 
having ftayed by the way Twenty dayes at 
the Barbada's, and Fourteene dayes at Saint 
Chriftophers (upon fome neceffary eccafions ) 
‘they arrived at Point Comfort in Virginia, onthe 
foure & twentyeth of February following. They 
had Letters from his Majefty, in favor of them, 
to the Governour of Virginia, in obedience 
 whereunto, he ufed them with much courtefié

Tomiake his entry peaceable and fafe, hee 


thought fit to prefent the Werewance and the — 


wi(oes of the Towne with fome Englifh Cloth, 
(fuchas is ufed in trade with the Z#dians ) Ax- 
es, Howes, and Knives, which they aceepted 
very kindly, and freely gave confent that hee 
and his company fhould dwellin one part of 
their Towne, and referied the other for them- 

flues, 
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felues: and thofe Indians that dwelt in thar 
partofthe Towne, which was allotted for the 
‘Englifh, freely left them their houfes, and fome 
corne that they had begun to plant: Itwas alfo 
_ agreed betweenthem,thatat the end of harueft 
they fhould leave the whole towne, which they 
did accordingly # And they made mutuall pro- 
mifes to each other, to live friendly and peace- 
ably rogether, and if any injury fhould: happen 
tobe done on any part, that fatisfaétion fhould 
be made for the fame; and thus upon the 27. 


day of Afarch, Anno Domini, 1634. the Go-. 


vernour tooke poffeffionof the place, and na- 
med the Towne Saint 4¢artes. BY 

- Therewas anoccafion that much facilita- 
ted their treaty with thefe /ndiaxs , which was 
this: The Safquehanocks (a warlike people that 
inhabite betweene Chefopeack bay, and Dela- 
ware bay ) did vfually make warres , and incur- 
fions upon the ne. ghbouring Jndians » partly 
for fuperiority , partly for to get their Wo- 
men, and what other purchafe they could mect 
with, which thefe Indians of Yocomaco fearing, 
had the yeere before our arivall there, made a 
refolution, for their fafety , to remove them- 
felues higher into the Countrey where it was 
_ more populous, and many of them were gone 
thitherbefore the Exglifb arrived. 1; 
- Three dayes after their comming to Yoasoma- 
ro the Arke with thestwo Pinaces arived there.

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Fhe Indians much wondted to fee fuch thips, 
and at the thundering of che Ordnance when 
theycametoan Anchor, 54) 05 9) e 
_.. The next day they began to prepare for their 
houfes, and firft of alla Court of Guard, anda 
Store-houfe; in the. meane time they lay a. 
bord the fhip: They had not beene there many 
dayes before Sir John Haruieithe governor of 
Virgincacame thither to vific chem, Alfo fome 
Indian werowances , and many other Indians — 


from feverall parts came to fee them »amongft 


others the Werorance of Patuxent came tovilit: 
the Goverrour, andobeing broughe into the 
great Cabin of the thip, was placed betweene 
the Govcrnour of Virgsxea, and the Governour 
of Mary-land; and a Patus nt Indian that tame 
with him, comming into the Cabin, and finds 
ing the #eromance thus fitting betweene the 
two Governours, ftarted backe, fearing the we. 
rowance was furprifed , andwas ready to have 
leapt overboard , and could not be perfwaded 
to come into the Cabin, untill the werowance 
came himfelfe unto him; for he remembred 
how the {aid werowance had formerly beene ta: 
ken prifoner by the Englilh of Virginia, 
After they had finifhed the ftore-houfe, and 
unlaced the thip, the Governour thought fire 
bring the Colours on fhore, which were artten- 
ded byallthe Gentlemen, and the reft of the 
fervants in armes ; who received the Colours 
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with a volley of thot, which was anfwered b® ; 
the Ordnance from the fhips; At this Cere- 
mony were prefent,the Werowances of Patwxtnt, 
and Yoacomaco, with many other Indians ; and 
the Werowance of Patuxent hereupon tooke oc- 
cafion to advife the Indians of Yoacomacotobe 


carefull to keepe the league. that’ they, had ¢ 
made with the Englifb. He ftayed with them i 
divers dayes, and ufed many Indian Comple- ay 
ments, and at his departure hee faid to the Go- a 
yernour. ‘I loue the Evg/ifhfowell, that if cs

During the time that the Zndians ftai'd by the 
Englith at Yoacomaco, they went dayly to hunt 
with them for Deere and Turkies,wherof fome 
they gauethem for Prefents, and the meaner 
fort would fell them to them,for knives,beades 
and the like: Alfo of Fifh,the natives brought 
them great ftore, and in all things dealt very 
friendly with them ; their women and children 
came very frequently amongftthem,whichwas 
a certaine figne of theirconfidence of them,ic 
being found by experience, that they never at: — 
tempt any ill,where the womenare, ormaybe 
in danger. | rns worl soy" 
Their comming thus to feate upon an Indi- 
an Towne, where they found ground cleered 
to their hands, gave them opportunity (al: 
though they came late inthe yeere) to plane 
fome Corne,and to make them gardens, which 
they fowed with Englith feeds of all forts, and 
they profpered exceeding well. They alfo 
made what hafte they could to finith their 
houfes ; but before they could accomplith all 
thefe things,one Captaine Cleyborne (who had 
adefire to appropriate the trade of thofe parts 
unto himfelfe) began tocaft out words among ft 
the Indians , faying, That thofe of Yoacomaco 
were Spaniards and his enemies; and by this 
meanes endeavoured to alienate the mindes ses 
pa & ' | the 
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the Natives from them,fo that they did not re- 
ceive them fo friendly as formerly they had 
done. This caufed them to lay. afide all other 
workes,and to finifh their Fort,which they did 
within the fpace of one moneth ; where they 
mounted fome Ordnance,and furnifhed itwith 
fome murtherers, and fuch. other meanes of de- 
fence as they thoughe fic for their fafetics : 
which being done, they proceeded with their 
Houfes and finifhed them, with convenient ac- 
commodations belonging thereto: And al- 
though they had thus put themfelves in fafety, 
yet they ceafed not to procure to put thefe jea- 
loufies out of the Natives minds , by treating 
and vfing them in the moft courteous, manner 
they couid,and at lat prevailed therein and fer- 
led a very firme peace and friendfhip with 
them. They procured from Virginia, Hogges, 
Poultrey,and fome Cowes, and fome male cat- 
tell, which hath given them a foundation for 
breed. and inereafe; and whofodefires 1t, may 


furnith himfelfe with ftore of Carrell from . 


thence,but the hogges and Poulttey are already 
-increafed in Maryland,toa great ftocke,fuilici- 
ent to ferve the Colonie very plentifully. They 
have alfo ferupa Water-mill for the grinding 
of Gorne,adjoyning tothe Towne. |

The Windes there are variable; from the 
_ South comes Heat, Gufts,and Thunder; from 
the Nerth,or North-weft,cold-weather,andin

The Countrey is generally plaine and even, 
and yet hath fome pritty fmall hills and ri- 
fings; It's full of Rivers and Creekes,and hath 
fore of Springs and {mall Brookes: The 
Woods for the moft part are free from under- 
wood fo that a man may travell on horfebacke, 
almoft any-whete, or hunt for his recreat ion. 
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The Commodities which this 
wi Countrey affords naturally. 


AGB His Countrey affords naturally, 
\ many excellent things for Phy- 
ficke and. Surgery , the perfect 
ufe of which, the Englifb can- 
not yet learne fram the Na- 
tives: They have a roote which 
is an excellent preferuative againft Poyfon, 
called by the Englifh, the Sxakeroote, Other 
herbes and reotes they have, wherewith they 
~ eure all manner of woundes, alfo Ssxafras, 
-Gummes,and Balfum. An Indian feeing one of 
the Engli{h, much troubled with the tooth-ake, 
fetched of the roote of a tree , and gave the par- 
ty fome of it tohold in his mouth , and it cated 
the paine prefently, They have other rootes fit 

for dyes, wherewith they make colours to paint 
_ themfelues. | | 
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The Timber of thefe parts is very good, and | 
in aboundance, it is ufefull for building of hou- 
fes, and fhippes ; the white Oake is good for 
Pipe-ftaves,the red Oake for wainefcot. There 
is alfo Walnut,Cedar, Pine; 8 Cipreffe, Chef: 
nut, Elme, Afhe, and Popler, all which are for

fundry other forts of Mineralls,which wee have 
not yet beene able to make any tryall of. 

The foile generally is very rich, like that 
which is about Cheefweeke necre London, where 
it is worth 20.fhillings an Acre yeerely to Til- 
lage in the Common-fields , and in very many 
places, you fhall have two foote of blacke rich 
mould, wherein you fhall fearce finda fione, it 
is like a fifted Garden-mould , and is fo rich, 
that if it be not firft planted with /adian corne, — 
Tobacco, Hempe, or fome fuch thing that may 
take off the rankneffe thereof, it will not be fit 
for any Englify graine; and under that, there is 
found good loame, whereof wee have made as 
good bricke as any in Exg/and, there is great 
ftore of Marith ground alfo, that with good 
husbandry, will make as rich Medow , as any in 
the world : There is ftoreof Marle, both blue, 
and white, and in many places , excellent clay 
for pots, and tyles and to conclude , there is 
nothing that can be reafonably expected in a 
place lying in the latitude which this doth,but — 
you hall either find it here to grow naturally:

them out of the Countrey,without which, it is 
not tebe hoped that they can be feeure: The 
truth.ispifthey be injured, they may well be 
feared, they being People. that have able bo- 
dies, and generally, taller, and bigger limbed 
then the Exg/ifb,and want not courage; but the 
oddes wee have of them in our weapons, keepes, 
them in awe, otherwife they would nor fie 
from the Ewg/i{b ,as they have done in the time
